^id I, {hew mc now, I befeech thee, th^ (ecreta 
(hat lie hid oadcr tbof; dark douds, which cover 
the ocean on the other IJde of thp cock of ada- 
inuil> The gciuus making q,e no aofwer, I 
I turned about to addrels myfelf to him a fecond 
time, but ! (bund he had left me t I ibeu turned 
•gain to the Ti&>n.f Uch, I had been fu long con- 
templating; bpt inftead of the rolling tide, the 
arched bridge, and the happy iOandt, I faw no- 
thiag but the long hollow valley of Bagdat, with 
oxen, fhfCff and cameUt grazing upoo the fidei 
of it.

Whatever may be cooceded to the influence cf 
refined education ob miads of peculiar Itruiluret 
rcafon and experience both forbid ua to ezpefif 
that national morality cib prcTail in cxclufioa ot 
religiow piindplei.
